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(faid the Knight) I will have mine made as full of Cuts as thy Shears 
can make it, to which the Taylorcagreed ; 'and'in ſhort ſpace made 
them both up, it being againſt Criſ{mas Day: but when Joba Drake 
ſaw his Gown fo full of Cuts, he began to ſwear at the Taylor for 
making his Gown in that fort. 1 have done nothing ( quoth the 
Taylor ) but that you bad me, for as Sir Philip Caltbrop”s is, ſo have 
I made yours. By my Latchet quoth Joh Drake, [ will never wear 
Gentlemans faſhion again.

Indeed he was ſerved right in his kind, for Enghſhmen know not 
: what faſhion to follow : as was well intimated by Doctor Bourd, 
who painted for an Engliſhman a Proper fellow naked with a pair
